ENGLAND ON THE NILE. 

King FUAD’s visit to. England and 
his reception ‘with the full honors 
due .to. an independent sovereign 
may be taken to indicate that the 
recent crisis in Anglo-Egyptian re- 
lations has been surmounted for the 
time being. For a conflict which 
led.to the dispatch of British bat- 
tleships to Egypt it seems to have 
been allayed in record time. Evi- 
dently the Nationalist forces under 
ZAGHLUL Pasha had no intention of 
carrying things to extremes. The 
proposal to restrict British influ- 
ence in the Egyptian Army was 
intended as an appeal to Nation- 
alist sentiment and presumably has 
served its purpose from ZAGHLUL’S 
point of view. .In the Parliament 
at Cairo the Nationalists hold an 
overwhelming majority and the 
country continues to be governed 
by @ non-representative Cabinet.

In 
crowded cities the difficulty of keep- 
ing all dogs under surveillance may 
warrant @ permanent muzzling re- 
quirement, ‘There are far too many 
dogs in New York City, and even 
in the suburbs. 


| The question is not to be settled} 
offhand to suit partialities or prej-| 


udices. Dog owners should be made 
to understand that rabies is not a 
fanciful disease or one of rare oc- 
currence. On the other hand, mu- 
nicipalities ought not to build their 
policy upon the fulminations of dog 
haters. If a case of rabies is proved 
at the laboratory, everybody’s dog 
should be muzzled for a sufficient 
period. ‘There ought to be investi- 
gation without delay of every sus- 
pected case. Policemen should be 
trained to recognize true symptoms 
of rabies.” Too «many "sick * 
harmless dogs are shot. Every town 
ought. to. have an active S. PC. A. 

and a decent dog pound. The keep- 
ing of dogs. by persons who neglect 
to take care of them should be dis- 
couraged. There should be educa- 
tion about breeds.that are not 
vicious.
